Mixed HIV epidemics in Burkina Faso, Togo, and Kenya

B Prevalence is higher among sex workers (SWs) and
men who have sex with men (MSM)

B No data for transgender (TG) persons

RESULTS

Key informant interviews corroborated previous findings on the inaccessibility of
water- or silicone-based lubricants due to stockouts and high prices in pharmacies.

Key Findings: Policy Impact on Availability of and Access to Lubricant
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prevention, care, and treatment interventions for key populations

Key informant interviews were coded thematically by two researchers, to ensure reliability,

and analyzed with responses compared by country
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
